Oldest Traveling Salesman and
Typen of Men In the
Busineus. '

George A. Ulney of Brookiyn. sald to
ba the oldest traveling aalesman In the
United States in point of service, has de-
olded to retire at the sge of 78 years
Faor fifty-olght years he has been In
eontinuous service., He haa not an-
nounced any plans for whiling saway his
remalning years, but it Is hoped he may
write his reminiscences. No voeatlon has
been Influenced more by the changea of
the last half ocentury than that of tha
sommercinl traveler. The drummer of
early traditlon was pre-eminently a jol-
ller. Mis chief qualification was ability
as & ‘'mixer.”” His pockets buligsd with
clgars and an invitation te "“have some-
thing” wan ever on his lips. Nor was
this Invitation often refused. Tha plonser
drummer was also & story teller, His
collection of “new ones" brightened every
rursl store and villags hotel, His epinion
on matters of national import was hirhly
eateemed. His Judgmént as fo the results
of & coming #lection was Iltkewise prized
and many an election bet was based on
his “tp." His varied soolal acocmplish-
ments were his capital and were rosponasi-
bla for the Hberality of the orders he
procured, And to the merchant the drum-
mer was nol & representalive of a house;
he waa the whole setabliahment.

Hut thess conditions have changed very
much, The traveling salepman now must
talk goods and prices. He must be alert,
for he deals with merchants who keep in
closp tgueh with the marketa. While
courtesy s still a valuable assel, as It
will ever ba, it I not sulficient by iteelf.
The merchant s not looking for good
humeor, for good stories, for good clgars
or for drinks, buit for merchandise on
which he may make & quick and certaln
profit. And the down-to-date (raveling
saleaman measures up to the bnew re-
quirements. While he s often, In  his
opinion, hampered by his house and his
judgment on e¥tension of oredita is not
final, he atill wislds & powerful influ.
snce. The house scarcely realizses how
much hie personality counts with the ous-
temer. By a tact thatl ls nething short
of marvelous he causes the customer o
look upon him as his trus friend, always
rendy to flght his batties with the bouse.
Nor has his old presilyge disappenred, His
viewa of men and of measures are still
respoctad and his abllity to take care of
bimself in any argument s a maiter of
provert, And he s & loyal booster for
tha city out of which he travels. Often
the pralees of rival clties are by
custamers, sometimes through pdrversity
of human nature and somelimes merely
to arouss him to defense, but Lhers is no
case on record where he ever mw,
superiority to s rival town. With his long
and varied exparience Mr. Olney could
write a story of absorbing interest aboul
the pripce of hustling optimists, the trav-
eling salesman.—8t. Louls Globe-Demos
